The mayor, in an addiesa to the new 
council on Monday, suggested that the 
municipal tax of one-eighth of n cent 
levied on insurance proraiuma should bo 
repealed. There is not the slightest 
occasion for the repeal for tjio reason 
that thck tax is illegal. . . Since Conf ed- 
Qi-atron Wertd'x taarnbt^hai'si legal ex- 
istence. 'Prior to Gonfederatipn the pro- 
viiice of Quebec impdse^l "^'':*^^^ in- 
surance premiums. In 1875 the coin- 
panies declined to pay, asserting that 
the powor to tax them rested, under 
the British North America Act, only 
\yilli(lBo«DdiiaMonlO?Tlire!.case went to 
the courts and was decided against the 
province. It was then carried before 
the English Privy Council, which 
affirmed the decision of Quebec courts. 
In 1878 the present Attorney-General 
mtroduced a bill to cause insurance 
companies in this province to pay a tax 
ontheirreceiptsinto theprpyincial treas- 
ury. The constitutionality of the bill 
was questioned in these columns and it 
was "withdrawn. Is^ow, if a province 
has not the power ,to ta.'c insurance 
companies a nuuiicipality liaa none. 
The imposition of the existing lax is 
illegal;^ besides bciug^unfair "and t un- 
eejBil* Yt^ \i '^'of^'the' insurance com- 
panies b^-tlie'^iSsurers that arVtaxed. 
A provident man, who insures his 
goods and liouses against combustion, 
\i taxed for liis prudence. The insur- 
ance comjjanies do not pay the tax. 
They simply add it to tliepronn'um and 

3iac|^itJ^j;m^ tho insurers; The pru- 
ent man''rs, tliefefore, at a consider- 
able discount in this city. Now, tho 
agents of insurance companies repre- 
sented liore sliould protect their clients 
against tliis unjust. exaction. With the 
decision in . tiie Quebec case before 
them --they should- 'flatly decline to 
sJiMle^their cuBtoniera with the tax — 
insurance rates being heavy enougii 
>yillibut it. Would the city carry the 
case into court ? Certainly not; they 
would not have a legal leg to stand on. 
AH that is necessary is a determined 
attitude on the part of the agents and 
pttyinent of the tax would not be press- 
edi jWehavelong felt thatthoagentsowe 
ifiltbitmir clienta to resist tho imposi- 
tion. The mayor lias str.rted the ball 
rolling, but a repeal is not necessary, 
AU that is required is for a single com- 
^atiy^tOfdecIine to pay the tax and the 
loing Wuld come to an end.

Now-a days .scarcely anything seems 
impoasible^-^f-j £ulfilraent,>r A> tunnel 
under th"! ^Ehglish Channel j a tunnel 
through mountaiii ranges, a ship canal 
through tho Isthmus of Panama, or a 
railroad that will take the largest class 
of ships and steamers bodily out of one 
ocean and set them afloat on the other, 
-*are only a few of the' gigantic undor- 
takingsi ' now contomplatod. While 
continents are being cut asunder and 
oceans joined, a project is gaining in 
public estimation botii in Great Britain 
and in the Dominion to throw an 
isthmus across the Strait of Belle Isle 
and thus- connect Newfoundland with 
the mainland of Canada, This strait 
at the northern point of the island is 
only 12 miles in width, with a deptl 
of 22 feet. Tho shores on both sides 
are bold and rocky, forming excellent 
material for the purpose. Tho cost of 
an embankment is estimated at £6, 
000,000 sterling, a sum less than was 
expended upon the Intercolonial rail- 
'wayl" It is claimed, when this is ac 
complished, that the climate of the 
maritime prnvinces will be greatly 
ameliorated, that three montlis of 
winter will be done away with, and 
that tho grape vine will flourish where 
now winter reigns for seven niontiis in 
the ySar.' The stoppage of the ice from 
tho frozen regions of the north by this 
embankment and- consequent raising of 
"the - temperature in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence is to bring about this clima- 
tic change. This, however, is not the 
only benefit that would accrue from it 
The sea voyage fronf^^Qfeat Britain to 
Canada and the States will be short- 
•' ened-a 1000 miles and all the marine 
"dangers on tho banks of Newfoundland 
obviated. A five days' sea voyage and 
a few hours trip oi\ the cars will then 
set down^paiBsengcrs in Montreal or 
New YSfK" "'■.This project, then, when 
.-accomplished, as it is very likely to be, 
will bring ■ about those two immense 
advantages; and it may also carry 
Newfoundland into tho confederation 
of provinces.

— that tho Church was built by tho 
Royal Engineers, by which statement 
I simply meant to. ^account for the 
superior finish of the work, it being, as 
your lordship states, " a model of what 
a wooden church ought to be. 

Have I not been fully justified in 
making such statements and is not 
your lordship equally justified in your 
statement in tho Mission Field, when in 
tho " Minute Book " of the " Building 
Fund " tho names of T. White, iv Royal 
Engineer, is recorded as having " fur- 
nished the de-sign ;" P. Richards, an- 
other R. E., as having taknn tho con- 
tract for the general work. The names 
of Keary, Moroy, Hand and others 
(all R.E.'s) as having carried out tho 
various parts of the-work, from tho 
"preparing the ground" to the "hang- 
ing of the bell," and when long after 
the Church was finished and consecrat 
ed tho original contractor, D. Richards, 
undertakes the " lining throughout 
with cedarwood in panels," which your 
lordship BO deservedly, praises in your 
letter to the il/fWo7i ^'«^£i ? 

I have no list of seatholders in those 
early days of St. Mary's ; but I have a 
list of communicants made immediately 
before tho data of my incumbency', an 
examination of which would fully justi- 
fy the expression used by your lord- 
ship with regard to tho congregation 
worshipping there in the early days of 
the church ; anil if one may form an 
opinion as to your statement that they 
took pride in the church they had 
built for themselve.s, and its services 
from the lists of churchwardens, church 
committees and general churchworkers, 
I caniiot?se^ how anyone jcan| question 
the statement, for in those lists we find 
thenamosof Wolfenden, Turner, Morey, 
JIurray, Price, Jackman, Argylo, Flux, 
tfec., (all R. E.'s) while we also find the 
names of Trutch, Rev. Holmes, 
Lowndes, itc, (most if not all of which 
come within your lordship's use of the 
word "officials" and "stafT.") 



That a large part of the cost of the 
building should have corao from Eng- 
land is mainly due to the generosity of 

the then Archdeacon of Columbia, 
(Archdeacon Wright) liimself ; for 
I believe I am guilty of no breach of 
confidence when I say what is already 
known to many of his friends out here 
thiiiii the gr^tiw^'part of that money, if 
not tho whole of it, was the free-will 
offering of those who wished to give 
him when ho was leaving his work as 
army chaplain in Canterbury some me- 
morial of the esteem in which he was 
held personally, and for his work's sake. 
T^Tliat' he'shbuJd.- .haYe ^choten that 
such memorial shoiild'take tho form of 
a house of God in tho newsphereof labor 
on which he was then about to enter, I 
can well imagine must bo now to him 
a recollection much more dear than any 
"presentation plate" and certainly nmst 
ever be a cause of gi'atefttl^rememb- 
rance to all future' "seUtera' on and 
aboutSapperton district." It is, however, 
to be borne in mind that a considerable 
sum towards the building and furnish- 
ing of the church was at the time ob- 
tained from members of the congrega 
tion and other friends of our chui'ch 
work out here. 

I believe the whole question to be 
the story of the "silver and golden 
shield" over again, and that had your 
lordship only introduced the little pro- 
lix "ex" before the word "3ap])ers" 
there would have been no nn'sapprohen- 
sion at home, as there is (I believe) cer- 
tainly none out here as to the meaning 
of your letter in the Mission Field ; 
and that it is as unjust to question 
your lordship'.-i accui'acy in stating that 
the church was built by tho sappers, 
when it is well known that the .sap- 
pers "embarked for home on tho 17th 
November, 1863" — whereas the ciuuch 
was not built until 18G5,rs it would be 
to question tho accuracy of the editor of 
2'he Coloniat in describing the letter 
to be "from Archdeacon Wright" when 
it is well known that neither at tho 
time of writing nor of publication was 
there any such person as , "Archdea- 
con" Wright, the per.son meant to be 
described having "embarked for home" 
several months ago and the "Archdea- 
conry" being now filled by a new in- 
cumbent. 

The valua of the second jiart of tho 
letter, referring as it does to "graiit.s," 
"conveyances," "loans,"- kc, can only 
be estimated by those who, having tho 
documents in their possession, are in a 
position to take legal advice and, when 
necessary, legal action upon the ques- 
tion referred to. 

I need only add that from such in- 
fornmtion as I happen to be possessed 
of 1 am of opinion (I do not mean to 
ask much weight for my opinion) that 
your lordship's statements are in all 
points correct and that on examination 
they will be found quite reconcilable 
with the statements of the letter in 
ZVitf Colouint.

Tvro Stran^o Stories a1}0Ut' ' Orant. 

A Washington dispatcii to the New 
York Graphic says: When Archibald 
Forbes waa in the> city, he became the 
recipient, of much attention from mili- 
tary men. The following ancedotes of 
Gen, Grant were told to him by men 
whose position entitles them to cred- 
ence. Speaking of Grant's avowed pre- 
ference to peace and civil affairs as well 
as his comprehensive action at the 
close of tho civil war, it was told 
that before the French evacuation of 
Mexico and immediately after tho con- 
federate surrender, when Sheridan 
was concentrating troops on the Rio 
(frande. Grant, believing war with tho 
French occupants of Mexico within 
the near possibilities, put himself into 
•smmunication with Robert K Lee, 
and offered him. a command in the ex- 
peditionary force. Lee was to raiso 
his own corps, to bo composed of the 
n.\-confederate troops who should vol- 
unteer. Lee accepted the oiler upon 
the ground that such a war would bo 
tiie best,, method of : recemen ting the 
broken" bands of union. The other state- 
ment was even stronger. 

.-\ftor Grant became prtisident oui' 
relations with Spain were greatly dis- 
turbed owing (o the Cab.'in insurrec- 
tion. At the height of these troubles 
when w^r.seemed. aiinoatinovitahle,the 
liresident sent for Gen. Meade and told 
iiini that war was most in-obable. Ho 
declared in that event, as Spain had 
concentrated its lleet at Cuba, expect- 
ing an attack in that quarter, he should 
organize an expeditionary corps of GO,- 
000 men, ])lace them under Phil Sheri- 
dan and ship thom on a lleet of trans- 
ports to sail for Corruna, Spain, land 
there and march direct to Madrid, ac- 
cupy tho Spanish capital and dictate 
terms of peace therein. A feint was to 
bo made against Cuba to draw ofl" at- 
tention. Grant's reasons for calling on 
^leade was to offer him the position of 
chief of staff under Sheridan, which 
Meade, after some delay, accepted. 
Mr. Forbes, commenting on this from 
a military point of view, declared it 
entiroly practicable, XJorruna being 
once successfully reached.

The last anow storm scoma to have been 
very widely distributed na it is now good 
sleighing from Bnrkervillo down to 
Brown's Landing, opposite New Wcst- 
minater. Mining operations were, to a 
great extent, suspended in consequence 
of snow and frost. Everj-body was quiet 
and people enjoying themselves in vari- 
ous, ways, making the best of their winter 
istjMioii.'' Meeent 'developments of hy- 
draulic diggings warrant the liope that 
another season will vastly increase the 
urea as well ns tlio rusiilt.s of mining op- 
erations, To secure the full benefit of 
this extensiou of mining industries trails 
and roads are urgently needed in order 
to facilitate the introduction of supplies 
of vfttiouB descriptions. 

Messrs. Mara and Bennett, M.P.P.s, 
from Karaloops and Okanagan, confirm 
previous advices as to the good prospects 
of stock. The melancholy death of Mr. 
Eberts had cast .i gloom over the railroad 
.and suiTey parties. In good health and 
high spirits on the Friday, whon he was 
met by Mr. Mara and other gentlemen, 
and in twenty-four hoiu-s after striclcen 
down in the execution of his duty and 
Mon afterwards a corpse. 

Ice-jams still obstruct the river above 
Chilliwhack, the one at Popcum being 
particularly firm. On account of good 
sleighing the water stretches on the river 
aic not much used, nor are the steamers 
running often to Chilliwhack for the same 
reason.

Yale, Jan. 18th. 

Yesterday acting Coroner Deighton held 
an inquest at Suspension Bridge over tho 
body of tho late Molchior Eberts. 

H. J. Cambie, being duly sworn, said — 
I am Dominion Government Engineer for 
tho contract from Emory to Boston Bar; 
deceased was in charge, under mo, of 
seven miles; he was always most attentive 
to his duties during the past seven 
vears;.;I have known him intimately; 
no basibeen always most temperate in his 
habits; when they telephoned to mo I 
immediately went with Dr. Hauington to 
the camp where wo arrived in an hour and 
a half after receiving tho news. 

E. B. Hanington, iM. D. , sworn — I am a 
physician and surgeon and contractor's 
surgeon for the Emoiy-Savona section of 
tho C. P. R. ; I was telephoned for by INIr. 
Bugbeo on the 15th inst. at about half- 
pa^t two in the afternoon; I saw tho de- 
ceased within two hours after receiving 
tho tolophono message nt the oQice in tlio 
16 mile tunnel-camp; ho was unconscious 
and in a state of collapse from u shock; 
beyond slight scratches on his right leg, 
a small bruise on tho left thigh and a 
large bruise on the loft arm about midway 
between the elbow and the shoulder; tho 
external injuries wore entirely limited to 
the head and face; thoro woro numerous 
cuts on tho scalpi tix of which extended to 
the bone; tHore wna a fracture over tho 
tho right parietal bono; a largo extensive 
bruiso over tho right eye and tho skin 
and a portion of the beard had been 
scraped away on the right cheek ; there 
were some slight wounds on the nose; his 
dejvth was caused by contusion and ofl'us- 
ion of blood over and into ihe substance 
of the b'rainT 'T^dri hot coiisider a post 
mortem examination necessary; the in- 
juries were such a.i would bo caused by a 
fall upon tho head from a groat height; 
tho injuries were suilicient to cause 
death. 

Daniel Frasor (laborer) sworn — Know 
tho deceased ; was in company with Mr. 
Kennedy, tho foreman, going to my work 
after dinner ; my attention was drawn to 
ninccasiti tracks in the anow in another 
direction ; on looking around and down 
tho bluli' discovered an object lying 
against the stumps about 200 feet 
below, which I took to be the body of a 
man. It yfaavVemdangoroua and dilTicult 
to get to where the body wa% ; on arriv- 
ing there we found it to be the body of 
Air. Eberts, engineer ; ho was uncon- 
aciou.s when we found him ; we got tho 
body to the road-bod by means of a rope, 
it being a precipice of 50 feet Iiigh. 

George Nault (laborer) sworn — I knew 
the deceased ; was in company with Mr. 
Kennedy and several other men ; the 
decciised was lying ajrainst two stumps ; I 
also saw his foot moving; tho foromt»n 
ordered ino down immediately ; wlien I 
reached thp body 1 1 raised his head and 
found the deceased lying with his hips 
ftt!ain.«t one stump and his head .against 
another. Mr. Eberts wns moaning ; by 
this time two or three others had arrived 
to assist in bringing tho body up to tho 
railway grade ; a rope was lowered and 
fastened around him carefully ; we wrapt 
him up in ecKita and blankets and carried 
him immediately to tho company's office, 
which was about one mile distant. 

John McGillvery (laborer) sworn— I 
know deceased ; was working at tho bluff 
on Saturday tho 15th Januarj-; after din- 
ner wont to thaw out some dynamite and 
observed three or four men looking to- 
wards the river ; it was a very difficult 
place to get at, the distance being 200 
feet below us ; we saw an object and woro 
divided in cipinion us to wh.at it was ; we 
found it to bo tho body ot Mr. Eberts ; 1 
assisted in bringing the body into camp. 

Joseph H. Bugbeo, sworn — I am supor- 
intondont of tho works at the 15-mile 
tunnel ; I knew tho deceased ; yesterday 
about 1.30 p.m. Mr. Gr.iham came into 
camp stating that Mr. Eberts had fallen 
from the bluff ; on this information I 
ordered blankets to be taken down as 
quickly as possible ; I also telegraphed to 
Yale for Dr. Hanington, after ivhicli I 
gove Mr. Garrick some brandy and sent 
him with the men with blankets to wrap 
the body in ; remained at the oflico pro- 
pming things to receive the body ; a 
stretcher was made and sent down to con- 
vey him to camp ; tho distance from tlio 
bluff to the camp is about one mile; on 
the deceased being brought into Ciimp 
found him yot unconscious and breathing 
very hard ; wo took off lii.s moccasins and 
applied hot bricks to liia feet ; from tho 
time I first saw the body of deceasei 
brought to camp till he died he was 
wholly insensible ; the deceased expired 
the morning of January IGth, tliroe min- 
utes past 9 o'clock, a.m. 

The jury, consisting of Jas. Birming- 
ham (foreman), Robt. Jesse, Jas. Bell, 
John Graham, J. Kennedy, D. McMillan 
and Edward McMillan returned a verdict 
that tho said Molchior R. Eberts died on 
the IGth day of January from injuries 
rcceiyed.by xcGidentally falling oyer the 
Alexandria Bluff, about 800 yards up 
from the Alexandra Suspension Bridge. 

CoKREUTiON. — III the report of the 
mayor's remarks to the council on Wed- 
nesday evening instead of saying that a 
loan was suggested for carrying out a sew- 
age scheme it should have been that for a 
systematic sewage scheme it might he ad- 
visable to offer a bonus for tho best plan, 
such plan to provide for the whole re- 
quirements of tho city, but to bo so ar- 
tangedthat it might bo carried out in sec- 
tions as funds v/cro forthcoming.

At no period during tho history of Urit- 
ish Colittnbia, has there been folt such a 
pressing jioccasity for improvements in 
tho form of roads, trails and bridges; and, 
so far as we aro aware, at no period has 
tho Province been in a position of greater 
helplessness and unroadiness. \\'o can 
only estimate tho present by tho innnodi- 
ate past; and in looking over tho disposi- 
lioii of the revenue for tlio past few years 
it will be seen what a beggarly pittance 
1ms been available for such works. Since 
the memorable occasion when something 
like two hundred thousand dollars was 
thrown away upon a so-called road be- 
tween this city and Yale, very little 
revenue has been available for improve- 
ments of tliis dcacrip'tion, if wo except 
what it hiiH cost to uiantain tho main 
trunk road to Cariboci. Wlmt liaa bo- 
como of the revenue ! A considerable 
amount has been absorbed in a work that 
it was never intended should have taken 
any of tho Provincial rovonuo proper. 
We allude to tho graving dock. Beyond 
that, it would acorn as though the rovonuo 
for tlie most part wont to pay the ox- 
ponso of the civil service, leaving little or 
nothing for nnieh ncctled reproductive 
work. * * * We have 

no means of knowing how tho balance- 
sheet will stand tliis year; but wedoknow 
that, judging by tho merciless w.ty in 
which tho ftlinistor of Finance has been 
extorting usurious interest from tho sut- 
tlors, thoro ought to be n largo amount 
of revenue available for public works in 
1881. _

A paper manufacturing firm has re- 
cently bought 20,000 acres of timbni 
land in Somerset county, Fennaylvania 
for tlie purpose of converting tho tim- 
ber into paper pulp. Tho bunine.So of 
converting ^'ood into paper stock, 
wbicli now goes into nows, book and 
writing pn])orH. It is a curious fact 
tliat simultaneously with the rise of 
paper in this country a few months 
a/jo, tlio busine.ss of converting timber 
into clieai) paper sloek was especia'ly 
developed, and with nn immense profit 
to tiio producora. One lai'go pstablish- 
nient for the i)roduction of paper jjulp 
has been ju'cjected in Oi'egon in 
connection with a piipor mill in Cali- 
fornia. The ancients wrote on tablets. 
Wo write and print on wood, but only 
after it has been ground almost as fine 
as the wheat from which our bread is 
made. Tho tirnbci' resourceH for jiaper 
making aro i)iacticnlly inoxlmustible. 
E.xperimenta have beon earnestly pro- 
secuted for a quarter of ii century on 
nearly every sort of librous plant and 
material. " Many favorable reports have 
been made from time to time about tho 
utility of grasses and barks. But the 
one practical outcome of all tho experi- 
ments is tho fluccesHfui adoption of 
wood fibres to the manufacture of good 
qualities of paper. 

A Slscovorsr. 

An eccentric Berlin philosopher an- 
nouncoB that- be has discovered a way 
to make a trip around the world in 
twenty-four hours. Ho says that lie is 
informed by the captains of ships that 
birds are seen a thousand miles or moro 
from land, and pronounces it self-evi- 
dent that they must rcacli shore in a 
very short time, since they cannot find 
a resting place in niidocean. From 
thi^o conceived tho idea that they 
merely raise themselves aloft, and, witli 
only enough motion to keep afloat, re- 
main as nearly .stationary a.s possible, 
wliilc tlio earth revolves around under 
them. All thoy tlicn have to do is to 
wait until- tho desirod .spot on the 
earth's surface comes along, and there- 
upon comfortably, to lower theniselres 
to solid ground. "This ingenious prac- 
tice on the part of birds the Berlin man 
proposes ts imitate for mankind with 
the assistance of a balloon and jiasseii- 
ger car of peculiar construction that he 
has invented, and which will soar aloft 
and remain stationary, while the rest- 
less earth rolls on below. It does not 
appear that he has .successfully tried a 
trip ■^vitll his balloon liimself, but lie 
lias laid his theory before the Polytech- 
nic society of Berlin and given an elab- 
orate exposition of it. Tho society re- 
ceived it apparently witli levity, but 
tho inventor is in dead earnest.
